Resolved by the Assembly, the Scnale concurring, That section
6, article VI1I, and section 7, article VII, of the constitution, he
amended to read: Section 6. The legislature may alter the
limits, dcercase or inercase the numher of circuits, making them
as compact and convenient as practicable, and bounding them
by county lines; but no such alteration, deercase or increase
shall have the effeet to remove a judge from office. In case of
an increase of circeuits, the judge or judges shall he elected as
provided in this constitution, and receive a salary not less than
that herein provided for judges of the circuit court.

Section 7. For cach cireunit there shall be chesen by the
qualified electors thercot cne ¢ mvre eireuit judges, * * *
as the legislature may, from time to time, authorize. * #* =
Every circuit judge shall reside in the eirenit from which he is
elected, and shall hold his office for such termm and receive such
compensation as the legislature shall prescribe.

WhEekeas, During the debate upon said hill charges were
made that there existed a schoolbook trust in this state, and that
priees for schoolbooks were unduly high in this state heeause of
this trust and its manipulations, and

Wiikreas, This question has come up from time to time in
this state and remains a grave unsetiled problem of state poliey ;
therefore, be it

Resolved by the Asscmbly, the Senale concurring, That a

Jeint committee he appointed to consist of three assemblymen,

to be appointed by the speaker of the assembly, and two sen-

ators, to be appointed by the presiding ofticer of the senate, for
the purpose of examining and investizating schoolbook prices
and the text-book situation in this state. and to prepare a plan,
if need be, in the form of a hill, to he presented to the next
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legislature which will cure any abuses, if any are found to exist,
in the sale cf schoolbooks in this state. Be it further

Resolved, That said committee so appointed shall by a majority
vote of the members thereof have full power to discharge the
dutics assigned by this resolution, to subpoena and examine
witnesses, to take testimony, to order and require the production
of bocks and papers necessary for a thorough investigation by
said committee; that cach member of said committee shall have
power to administer oaths to persons appearing before it; that
said committee shall have power to employ such stenographers,
clerks and other assistants as it may deem necessary, and to fix
the compensation of such persons as it shall employ; that said
committee shall have power to hold such meetings at such places
and at such times as it shall deem most expedient. Be it further

imbursed by the state for his actual and necessary expenses in-
curred while in the performance of duties hereby assigned, bat
shall receive no compensation for time devoted to the work of
said committee.
